RIVER STRAIGHTENING 
DELAYED. 


The mayor has written a courteous letter to Wil- 
liam H. Mulvihill, state superintendent of water- 
ways, answering the objections which Mr. Mulvt-. 
hill had raised to the proposed straightening of 
the river from Polk street southward, The mayor 
showed the improvement will aid navigationg Mr. 
Mulvihill was worried about a possible failure of 
the city to provide ample terminal facilities in an- 
ticipation of the completion of the gulf waterway. 
The city has provided ample dockage for river 
cargoes beneath Wacker drive, the mayor explained 
and the stretch of river involved in the improve- 
ment is, therefore, not needed for a barge terminal. 
The mayor requested that public hearings be held 
as soon as possible to permit construction to begin 
before the government permit for the work expires 
on December 31. | 
Until the river has been straightened streets 
cannot be cut through the barrier at the south end 
of the loop. That means congestion and delay to 
traffic. Until the river has been straightened there 
can be no railroad terminal development at the 
south end of the loop. If Mr. Mulvihill withholds 
his consent the months which city and railroad 
officials and a committee of distinguished citizens 
devoted to working out the ordinance might better 
have been spent playing golf.

SKYSCRAPERS IN 


WISCONSIN. 

The Supreme court of Wisconsin has changed 
its mind about skyscrapers. The legislature at 
Madison enacted a law forbidding the erection in 
Milwaukee of buildings more than 125 feet high. 
The first time the court was asked to pass upon 
the constitutionality of the statute it was upheld. 
Now the court has frankly confessed error. The 
law has been thrown out as an interference with 
Milwaukee's right to write its own building code. 
Justice Eschweiler, who wrote the opinion, says 
that if the legislature can regulate the height of 
buildings in Milwaukee on the theory that the 
matter is one of state-wide concern, the legisla- 
ture can also make asepee % regulations and de- 
cide how sewers must be laid. The law therefore 
had to be thrown out if any measure of local 
self-government was to be retained. 

The decision would be welcomed in many states 
as a reaction from legislative tyranny, but it must 
be particularly welcome in Wisconsin, where they 
have gone farther tn curbing individual initiative 
than in almost any other state. Wisconsin’s laws 
have retarded the state’s development. They have 
frightened capital away. Industries already estab- 
lished in the state have shown a timidity about 
expansion. The law governing building heights 
is precisely in point. There was need for hotel 
accommodations in Milwaukee, but at least one 
company which operates hotels in other cities 


could not do business successfully in a 125 foot 
building. Wisconsin is fortunate that its Su- 
preme court has placed a limit upon the legis- 
lature’s sphere of socialistic experimentation. 


RECREATION, HEAT, AND 
DAYLIGHT SAVING. 


Director of Recreation Wheeler estimates that 
over 300,000 were at play in some form in the 
parks, playgrounds, beaches, golf courses, and 
forest preserves at eight o’clock of either of the 
recent hot days. This does not include the crowds 
that rested in the parks or watched the games, 
much less the legion whose recreation is motoring. 

City people are learning how to enjoy out-of- 
doors. They are learning also that heat, prudently 
dealt with, need be no deterrent of sport. The 
British, who keep in better condition in the tropics 
than any other white race, are devotees of sport 
there as anywhere else. Ask an American army 
man how he keeps fit in the Canal Zone heat,.and 
he will say “ by not neglecting exercise.” Baseball 
and tennis have always been played through the 
hot spells. Condition is essential for amateur as 
well as professional sportsmen and also prudence 
in exertion. With these sport is as valuable in 
hot weather as in-cool If healthy people suffer 
greatly from heat, it is a mental error, not a 
bodily affliction. Recreation is the true cure. 

But what we started to say is that when the’ 
next attack on the daylight saving ordinance is. 
made, let the hundreds of thousands of Chicagoans: 
who have had a chance at recreation because the 
hand of the clock was put forward an hour rise 
to its defense. We have been told that daylight 
saving does not give the city bedroom a chance to 
cool off before bedtime and that is a fair enough 
point to make. But if we set off against that ob- 
jection, and every other we have heard from city 
folks, the good that comes to the people who 
will use our multiplying facilities for open air 
recreation, daylight saving will never be repealed. 

The recreation director estimates that 295,150 
hours of recreation a day are gained by the people 
of Chicago by daylight saving. The evening test is 
impressive. It is estimated that 32,150 people are 
recreating in Lincoln park alone at 8 p. m. and at 
that hour on hot days 100,000 on the city beaches. 
The city playgrounds average 25,000 at that hour. 
The other parks, golf courses, and preserves with- 
in the saving zone bring the total up to 295,150. 

The daylight saving ordinance may be attacked. 
The attack will be easily defeated if the sum of 
health and happiness which the daylight saving 
plan produces is given consideration.

PREVENTING MALARIA. 
HE easiest, simplest, and cheapest 
way to prevent malaria is to spend 
an hour each morning or less in 
killing the mosquitoes that have 

Spent the night trying to kill you. 

When a lady mosquito of the malaria 
bearing family has filled herself with 
human blood she is in no mood for 
traveling. She flies to a nearby wall, 
lights, and sits, sluggish and quiet until 
she has digested her meal. 

The best instrument of destruction is a 
fiy swatter. The best time to hunt is 
about sunup. The best hunting ground is 
the window screen. The best huntsmen, 
all things considered, are the older chil- 
dren or the mother. 


Le Prince, who tells the story from 
which this is taken, advises that the chil- 
dren be set the daily early morning task 
of finding and killing all the gorged mos- 
quitoes within the homes. They like the 
job and they work at it eagerly. 

If the beds are covered by mosquito 
bars, most of the gorged mosquitoes will 
be found on the bar. Other places of 
choice for them are window and door 
screens. If the walls and ceilings are 
white the mosquitoes on them can be 
readily seen. A bull’s-eye torch, of mod-. 
erate illuminating power, can be used to 
kill the mosquitoes hanging on dark col- 
ored walls, hiding under the beds, and 
secreted in closets. 

This method of malaria control proved 
itself a good one in magy experiences in 
the Canal Zone. On one occasion, a 
group of laborers in underscreened tents 
located near mosquito breeding waters 
were taught to kill all the mosquitoes on 
their tent walls each morning. Pursuing 
this plan, this command had no more 
malaria than did a colony located in well 
screened tents not far away. 

The old idea was that bad screening 
is even worse than no screening. Mos- 
quitoes find their way through holes and 
cracks, a once inside they remain for 
days, bitifig different people each night. 
It has been proved recently, however, 
that even poor screening is. better than 
none at all, since never more than a few

EUROPE’S FINANCIAL CRISIS. 
Chicago, July 23.—From the American 
viewpoint, at least, it might well be 
worth while to analyze what is happen- 
ing in France at the present time. A 
close study of conditions existing there 
will show conclusively that the French 
people have détermined not to penalize 
themselves on account of debts due and 
owing to them from their government, 
but insist that the Américan people, 


their claim for any support, assistance, 
or money extended them because of the 
war or after the war conditions. Other- 
wise, it is a cleverly developed and ar- 


ranged scheme to bring not only ridicule 
but also discredit upon the United States 
and its people to save money for th3 
pockets of the French and perhaps the 
British, likewise.
